from  rope  or  from  on  incestuous  union.  In  1967  o  bill  drawn 
up  olong  this  guideline  was  inlroduced  ond  it  almost  dis- 
tinguished Indiana  as  the  first  stole  to  effect  important 
change.  With  (he  backing  of  groups  as  varied  os  the  Indiana 
Stole  Medical  Association  and  the  Indiana  Council  of 
Churches  and  with  remarkably  little  publicity  House  bill 
1621  passed  the  House  with  ease.  But  with  the  resulting 
publicity  and  the  solidified  opposition  of  the  Cotholic 
Church  the  bill  wos  chopped  up  in  the  Senote  committee  and 
the  gutted  remains  which  passed  were  interred  by  Governor 
Branigon's  veto.  In  the  succeeding  four  years  half  a  do-^n 
stales  have  gotten  reform  bills  through  their  legislotures 
intact  and  many  more  states  hovo  them  in  the  works.  The 
last  two  slates.  New  York  ond  Hawaii,  passed  general 
repeols  of  ihe  prohibition  on  oborllons.  New  York  did  so 
afler  previous  unsuccessful  ottempis  lo  enact  "model 
code"  relorm  bills.  There  ore  a  number  of  reasons  why 
simply  voiding  of  the  existing  structures  on  oborlion  is  the 
more  logical,  the  more  feasible,  ond  the  more  just  approach. 
Repeal  seems  the  only  effective  way  to  keep  the  pregnant 
women  out  of  the  dongerous  hands  of  the  bock  oiley  obor- 
tionisl.  Of  the  million  or  so  obortiont  now  being  performed 
each  year,  about  990,000  of  those  ore  illegal.  Even  in 
Colorodo,  in  which  the  number  ol  legal  oboilions  jumped 
from  SO  lo  1000  per  year  ofter  liboroMiation  ihere  ore  still 
10,000  illegal  abortions  each  yeors.  Because  of  consider- 
able red  tope,  becouse  of  the  necessity  for  the  mother  lo 
humiliate  herself  in  justifying  her  oborlion,  ond  because  ol 
fjospitol  jurys  which  ollen  work  on  the  quoto  system  and 
pride  themselves  on  how  lew  abortions  they  grant;  many 
women  do  not  act  (osl  enough  or  do  not  hove  sullicient 
knowledge  or  the  means  to  obtain  obortions  performed  in  a 
hospital.  Furthermore,  general  repeal  is  more  palatable  to 
on  increasing  number  of  Cotholics  and  others  who  Ihinh 
that  oborlion  is  murder  catagoricolly  regordless  of  circum- 
stances. They  would  rother  hovo  such  on  ultimote  moral 
choicelolt  up  to  Ihe  individuol  conscience  than  lo  have  a 
low  wliich  stoles  under  whol  conditions  murder  is  legal. 
The  most  solid  legol  orgument  for  repeol  is  that  giving 
birth  under  compulsion  is  simply  not  an  oppropriote  meons 
of  enforcing  any  moral  or  legol  code  tor  it  totally  disregards 
the  fate  of  ihe  child  ond  in  turn  Ihe  effect  on  society.  Even 
in  the  rare  cose  of  the  woman  whose  pregnoncy  and  wish  for 
for  abortion  is  the  result  of  completely  selfish  and  irre- 
sponsible behavior,  is  it  right  to  force  the  woman  lo  hove 
the  child  thus  forcing  ihot  child  to  be  raised  in  all  probo- 
bilily  without  the  maternal  love  and  parentol  protection 
r^ecessory  for  its  mental  heolth  ond  development.  And 
knowing  what  we  do  about  the  roots  of  delinquent  behavior,
